Provo City Mayor George O. 
Stewart announced Tuesday plans for 
the construction of a new $6-million 
baseball stadium that will bring minor 
league professional baseball to Provo 
and serve as BYU’s home field. 

“Baseball is America’s favorite pas- 
time for a reason,” Stewart said. 
“Baseball teams help create identities 
for their communities and are a great 
source of good, clean summer fun. 
Bringing professional baseball to 
Utah Valley will add much to our 
dynamic community.” 

The new stadium will be construct- 
ed at the current site of Timp Field at 
North Park in Provo, on the west side 
of 200 West between 500 and 700 
North. The city’s “pole yard” will be 
relocated to East Bay to make room 
for the facility. 

The stadium will be designed by the 
same architects who drew the plans 
for Camden Yards in Baltimore and 
Franklin Quest Field in Salt Lake 
City. The 5,000-seat lighted stadium 
will include luxury boxes as well as a 
grass hill that will accommodate an 
additional 2,000 spectators. 

Construction is scheduled to begin 
as soon as funds are secured so the 
new team can begin play in June 
1997.

BYU art professor encourages 
expansion of creative thinking

Everyone has an imagination, and it 
can be strengthened through experi- 
ences, senses and reaching out to less 
familiar things, said an acclaimed fan- 
tasy artist at Tuesday’s Forum. 

James C. Christensen, BYU profes- 
sor of art, expressed ways to strength- 
en creative thinking by relating the 
imagination to a library card cata- 
logue. 

“Each card represents a single 
thought or idea,” Christensen said. 

A mind is like thousands of little 
drawers filled with thousands of little 
cards. Everything in one’s life feeds 
the card catalogue, including images, 
objects, experiences and the six sens- 
es such as taste, touch and sound, 
Christensen said. 

“Nothing comes from nothing — all 
new ideas come from concepts, that is 
how the imagination works.” 

Many people get stuck in thinking 
ruts, he said. Some habits are made 
into routines that aid in everyday effi- 
cient living. Yet too many ruts result 
in a loss of the ability to discover new 
solutions. 

Everyone has the ability to dream, 
invent and create things, but the imag- 
ination must be exercised like any 
muscle in the body or it will waste 
away, Christensen said. 

One way to build an imagination is 
to build a bigger card file by travel- 
ing, taking advantage of every oppor- 
tunity and reaching out to unfamiliar 
things, he said. 

Christensen urged his listeners to

keep a journal, scrapbook, sketch 
book or even a book of photographs 
with notes to remember and identify 
new experiences. 

Costumes, armor and a bug collec- 
tion are some things Christensen uses 
to bring creative connections from 
reality into his fantasy art. 

“The fine arts are the gymnasium of 
the imagination,” he said. “You will 
find your own meaning in my work 
that is valid to you, and more impor- 
tant for you in your life than my 
meaning.” 

“We all have the potential to extend 
our thinking limits, to get out of our 
thinking limits and _ create,” 
Christensen said. “For are we not 
made in the image of the greatest cre- 
ator of all?”

Researchers from the Yerkes Regional Primate Research Center at Emory 
iversity in Atlanta described the first chimp AIDS case at a medical confer- 
ice Tuesday.

iran tests missile, increases naval capability 


'WASHINGTON — Iran has test-fired a new low-flying missile designed to 
ttack ships, adding to its potential for disrupting the Persian Gulf, the com- 
ander of U.S. naval forces in the Gulf said Tuesday. 

Vice Adm. Scott Redd, commander of the Gulf-based U.S. Sth Fleet, said Iran 
Iso expanded its network of antiaircraft and other missiles based on land and is 
tkely to add a third Russian-made submarine to its fleet this year. 

HTaken as a whole, Redd said, these developments point to an increasingly 
idvanced Iranian naval capability but leave unclear whether Iran’s leaders 
intend to try and choke off the vital oil lanes of the Persian Gulf. 

t At this stage Iran’s naval forces are no match for the U.S. Navy. The United 
tates has 14, 000 sailors and aviators in the area, including Redd’s 35-ship 
eet, based at Bahrain, which normally includes an aircraft carrier. 

| Asked about the Iranian threat, Redd said: “Yes, we can handle it. But the 
bottom line is, it’s getting tougher.”

“In the 1930s, two famous Chaucer 
scholars at the University of Chicago, 
Professors Manley and Rickert, along 
with their graduate students, brought 
together eight volumes of the varia- 
tions in the Canterbury Tales manu- 
script,’ Thomas said. “All of these 
variations were written down on 
three-by-five cards so there were 
thousands and thousands of them, 
many of them inaccurate.” 

“The beauty of doing this on com- 
puter as compared to handwritten 
three-by-five cards is that if we make 
a mistake, it can be easily corrected in 
a future version of the CD-ROM. 
Also, they have the ability to search 
the material efficiently,” he said. 

The project was started in England 
at Oxford and Sheffield Universities. 
“T first learned about it by Chaucernet 
on e-mail. I wrote Dr. Peter Robinson 
at Oxford, who invented Collate, the 
computer system used for the tran- 
scription, and said that I.was interest- 
ed in the project,” he said.

f basketball. The hugely successful combination of Kareem Abdul-Jabbar, A.C. 
reen, James Worthy and others were led by Earvin “Magic” Johnson in dominat- 
g the NBA. The legacy ended in November 1991 when Johnson announced that 
le had tested positive for HIV and would leave the game. 

It was a day of supreme disillusionment for a country that routinely makes great 
thletes its heroes. At the time of the announcement, HIV, the virus that leads to 
IDS, was still much a mystery. Many prominent NBA players indicated that they 
ould be loathe to play against Johnson for fear of contracting the virus from him. 
Johnson’s return to the game marks a coming of age for Americans as they come 
pb; terms with the AIDS epidemic and move past the initial fear of a plague-like 
onster transmitted through breathing, sneezes, kissing, and other methods that 
cientists have since decisively disproved. 

Even if he doesn’t have much of the old “magic,” since he is re-entering at age 36 
ind playing at power forward rather than point guard, Johnson’s efforts will be a 
remendous boost for AIDS awareness. Simply playing in regular season games 
ill show that, as with any other disease, life doesn’t stop with the diagnosis of an 
IIness. Johnson shows that a person can still lead an active, somewhat normal life 
hile dealing with the effects of disease. 

Seeing a hero deal with the threat of AIDS will hopefully prompt more 
Americans to learn about and promote awareness of AIDS. As a people we should 
promote sexual responsibility and work to prevent drug abuse, and rather than con- 
Hemn those who already are HIV positive, help them deal with the illness and live 
AS normal a life as possible. 

Magic Johnson’s return to basketball shows, unfortunately at his expense, the dire 
consequences of sexual irresponsibility. But he also puts a human face on an illness 
hat is ravaging the world and shows that, in addition to his promoting AIDS 
awareness, a fruitful, productive, happy life can be lived in the wake of HIV.

f $1 million toward the construction. 
Additional funding will come from 
city and state coffers. Private fund 
raising will make up the difference. 

BYU will not be directly involved 
financially, but fund-raising efforts 
will be headed by ex-Cougars and for- 
mer major-league stars Vance Law, 
Dane lorg and Dale Murphy. 

“The reason this decision came 
together so quickly is that there aren’t 
very many times when you get to sup- 
port two institutions that you love 
simultaneously,” Nu Skin executive 
Steve Lund said. “To be able to con- 
tribute to the growth of Provo City ... 
and to be able to also benefit BYU 
makes this contribution and any other, 
I think, valuable.” 

A group of businessmen headed by 
Salt Lake attorney Douglas Foxley 
said it has received preliminary 
approval from the Pioneer League to 
locate an expansion team in Provo. 
Foxley’s group includes Nu Skin 
International, Chris Cannon, Jed 
Pitcher and former Utah Governor 
Norm Bangerter. 

Foxley said part of his agreement 
with the league is that the team will 
have major league affiliation. 

At least one person is opposed to 
professional baseball in Utah County. 
Joe Buzas, owner of the class AAA 
Salt Lake Buzz, said that a quarter of 
his fan base is located in Utah County 
and that this move would hurt him 
financially. 

Buzas said he paid the Pioneer 
League $1.4 million for territorial 
tights in Utah County and that the 
league cannot move in without his 
permission. He said Tuesday’s 
announcement violates this agreement 
and he intends to sue the league. 

Foxley said Tuesday he is optimistic 
that an agreement can be reached with 
Buzas, but said the ownership group 
has not budgeted money for a territor- 
ial payment. 

“T would not have pursued this with- 
out Joe’s preliminary approval,” he 
said.

plans open house

Utah Valley State College has fig- 
ured out a way to pack in a rodeo, cir- 
cus, basketball game and a Creedence 
Clearwater Revival concert into one 
spot. 

Thursday, UVSC hosts an open 
house to celebrate the opening of the 
David O. McKay Events Center from 
1 p.m. to 10 p.m. for the public. 

“This multiuse facility was planned 
and built with the community in 
mind,” said Brent Roberts, McKay 
Events Center director. “The ability 
we have to do a variety of events, we 
feel, will enhance the cultural oppor- 
tunity for the community.” 

The McKay Events Center is 
expected to host over 100 events and 
accommodate 510,000 people during 
its first year of completion. 

The building’s premier event was a 
women’s conference and workshop. 
Approximately 2,500 people turned 
out for former first lady Barbara 
Bush’s keynote. 

Already scheduled in the event cen- 
ter is a Creedence Clearwater Revival 
concert Feb. 2 and the UVSC 
Wolverines’ homecoming basketball 
game Feb. 3. 

The center was first proposed in 
June 1990. 

The facility was originally going to 
be a physical education center for the 
college, but with the help of the Utah 
County residents, it was expanded 
into a community arena. 

The need for such a facility arose 
from the lack of a medium sized arena 
or performance venue in Utah County. 
Existing spaces were limited to local 
high schools that seat less than 2,000 
people and BYU’s Marriott Center 
that seats 22,000. 

“Now people won’t have to drive to 
Salt Lake or Ogden for quality 
events,” Roberts said. 

An anonymous multimillion dollar 
donor requested the center be named 
after his ancestor, President David O. 
McKay. 

President McKay served as both 
commissioner of LDS Church 
Education and president of Weber 
State when it was Weber Academy. 

He valued education, “America’s 
most precious asset, her greatest safe- 
guard, her most important, most 
potentially profitable enterprise,” 
President McKay said. 

The events center was constructed 
for multiuse with the, anticipation of 
events such as circuses, rodeos, con- 
certs, trade shows and sporting events. 

Having retractable risers similar to 
the MGM Grand in Las Vegas, the 
center seats up to 8,500 people. 

The four permanent basketball 
courts will be used by physical educa- 
tion classes, and the professional 
removable court will be used strictly 
for games. 

The 155,000-square-foot facility has 
a full-size kitchen and dining area for 
the culinary arts program, which will 
eventually become a full-functioning 
restaurant. 

The event center has its own in- 
house caterer and will be open to the 
public for lunch four days a week, a 
few hours each day. 

The concession stands, handled by 
UVSC food services, will raise 
money for the operation of the center. 
The presidential levels will be used as 
banquet rooms for hosting and meet- 
ings. 

Without the larger donation, the cen- 
ter wouldn’t have a kitchen, dining 
area, the presidential levels and the 
concession stands, Roberts said.

Samuel, a slender blond boy with an 
unsteady, loping gait and a bashful 
smile, was three days from his 10th 
birthday in 1991 when he became 
entangled in a machine used to grind 
up corn stalks. It nearly ripped off his 
arms and legs and left part of his scalp 
hanging behind his head. 

His father described the moment in 
a journal that the family hopes to pub- 
lish to raise more money for the med- 
ical bills. 

Leaving his wife, Lorene, to comfort 
the boy, Herschberger ran to call an 
ambulance. 

Samuel was taken to Memorial 
Medical Center in Springfield, 70 
miles away, where 11 doctors worked 
for 18 hours to save Samuel’s life and 
reattach his limbs and scalp. His left 
arm had to be amputated days later 
because of an infection, and he has 
little movement in his right hand. 

The family’s initial shock at 
Samuel’s injuries was magnified by 
the sudden immersion in the outside 
society. Herschberger knew how 
strange he must have seemed to oth- 
ers, with his bushy beard and no 


moustache, and his plain, homemade 
clothing and broad-brimmed hat. 

“When we first went with Samuel to 
that large hospital in Springfield, 
words cannot describe how scared we 
were,” he wrote. “Not only for dear 
Samuel’s condition but also for the 
vastness of it all.” 

Not wanting to put more financial 
strain on their Amish neighbors, the 
Herschbergers opened their home to 
non-Amish guests to raise money for 
Samuel’s medical bills, which have 
topped $500,000. Donations have 
covered about half of the boy’s med- 
ical expenses so far. 

Samuel responds to questions with 
silence and a smile. But he eagerly 
helps feed the family’s herd of about 
30 dairy cattle and straps on an artifi- 
cial arm to play board games with his 
siblings. 

The boy seems to have adjusted 
well, his father says, although he has 
been seen silently crying as he 
watched his brothers and sisters play- 
ing inthe snow. . 

“Samuel never complains, so why 
should we?” Herschberger wrote. 
“Sometimes I think it’s harder on the 
parents to accept a child’s handicap 
than it is for the child himself.”
